Commerce

"Our problems are not un- 
ique to Laurentian", remarked 
Kenneth Loucks, director of the 
School of Commerce. 

In a recent inierview» Mr, 
Loucks defined key problems in 
the Commerce departmenmt, 
expressed his goals as the new 
director and outlined the main 
areas of oncenlration. 

One issue of concern is the 
appointment of professors and, 
according lo Loucks, ihere arc 
'*ioo many people at too many 

levels. ' ' Laurenlian's ad- 
ministration is urable to act 
quickly when hiring professors, 
and too often opportunities are 

lost. However, Laurentian' 
seems to be '*more willing to 

make better financial offers 
than in the past, although 
prcedures are still quite cumber- 
some, 

A second mattor requiring 
Attention involves getting fac- 
ulty appointments up to budget 
sirerigth. The budget allows for 
twenty full-time faculty mem- 
bers, yet there are only seven- 
teen fulI-iime professors on 
staff at the present lime. To 
offer the range in courses and 
class sizes desired by the 
department, Loucks admirteri 
"more than twenty are 

needed — twenty professors are 

\ not enough." 

In reference to the support 

staff, Loucks commenied: 
"They arc up to their ears in 
work," The office staff in the 

Commerce department needs at 
least two mure members to 
share in the iieavy workload. 

Part of the problem, in 

Loucks' opinion, is that the 

School is not wcil-represemed 

by decision making bodies. To 
correct this, facuUy status must 

be achieved for the School, 

which would become a separate 
administrative unit. Thus, a 

dean would sit on a number of 
committees where decisions are 
made, "This would help a great 
deal - lliis department would 
gel the feeling it is bein^ listened 
to," 

Loucks is working on re- 
versing the proposal for ap- 
praisal of the Master's degree in 
Commerce. The school's 
chances must be improved in 
order for appraisal to be 
attained. In addition, rclaiinns 
with the business community 
are being developed: and an 
advisory committee that has 
twenty-five members, has 
been set up. The committee 

represents different elements 
of the business community and 
are in the process of identifying 
priorities to work on. 

Briefly, Loucks' goals are to 
get the appointments of faculty 
members up to budget strength! 
and acquire more resources for 
undergraduates in order to offer 
a quality program, Loucks, 
who has twelve years experience 
in the commerce department, at 
Laurentian, hopes to undertake 
a full review of the curriculum. 
On a final note, Loucks 
added: "I hope, to be more 
explicit in what our program is 
designed to achieve, how each 
course fits in the program, 
and what is to be taught to what 

standards/'

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CFS Conference Chaotic 



VICTORIA (CUP) — Seventy^ 
five sirange faces filled the 
Idcture hall, bui Eric Roy's 
wide» bewildered eyes stood out 

at the back. 
His jaw dropped as student 

politicians from across Canada 

finally dcscussed the issue that 

concerned him the most — 
providing $500 in legal fees for 
Universiie de Moncton students 
who staged a dramatic occupa- 
tioh there last spring. 

"iSurc, the cause is great," 
said one Albertan student, j 

"Bui where are we going to get 
the money?*' 

Koy sat for a moment when 
the motion was passed. The 
students at his institution would 
get lip service but no money. 
Then he began shuddering, and 
tears squeezed out of his eyes. 

CFS chair Brcnda Cole, who 
also participated in the Monc- 
ton occupation when she was a 
student there, put her arms 
around Roy. They sat at the 
back, alone, and the Roy 
walked outside. 

"I'm not going back in," Roy 
said later, "If solidarily doesn't 
come" to more than this then 
CFS is dead." 

Inside," the lecture hall, the 
final plenary of the second 
national conference for CFS 
went into its fourteenth hour.] 

Debate continued by the mood 
was oppressive. Delegates 
voted to give $500 to Moncton 
if two B. C. institutions soon 
paid their CFS fees, but it was 
too late. The national student 
movement had just alienated its 
most active campus. 

Roy said Moncton would 
probably drop out, and every- 
one knew he was right. 

Ironically, about an hour 
before turning down funds 
for Moncton the con- 
ference reached its most pro- 
ductive moment when delegates 
agreed to launch a campaign 
aimed at "exploding the myth" 
of fiscall restraint. 

Dreary delegates became ener- 
getic when members of the 
campaign committee came be- 
fore the plenary with three 
ballons which read: "Fuck this 
fiscal fixation." The students 
cheered as the balloons were 
exploded and the campaign idea 
was overwhelmingly adopted. 

As the commhtee's report 
stated: "By stressing a cam- 
paign against restraint wc will 
nuihiply the number of people 
who will support us, we will 
overcome the cynicsm and 
apathy of our membership, and 
wc can share the resources of 
our alliances." 

The goals are the key to the- 



survival of CFS. Though the 
two year-old organization re- 
presents about 500,000 stu- 
dents, few Canadians are aware 
the group exists or what its 

function is. 

Mdsfstudents do not partici- 
pate in CFS activities nor has 
CFS buih solid outside alli- 
ances. 

Fighting fiscall fiscal restraint 
is a long-term campaign, but the 
immediate short-term goal is 
employment. CFS plans a week 
of information for the first 
week of February then a week 
of action early in March. The 
campaign plan is solid, but if 
the mood of the conference is 
any indication, CFS will have a 
hard time puUing it off. 

The conference began awk- 
wardly Nov, 8 when the opening 
plenary started an hour late. 
The First motion, which ratified 
the plenary chair, created a 
15-minute debate. It took an 
hour for the plenary to accept 
an agenda for the conference. 

When the bus from the 
University of Victoria to the 
downtown hotel had to leave at 
11:00 p.m., delegates stormed 
out of the plenary before 

business have been completed. 
There was not even a motion to 

adjourn. 

Throughout the week most 
workshops were poorly attend- 
ed. There was clear split 
betweeii those interested in the 
services aspect of CFS and those 
interested in the political. 

Thirteen committees com- 
posed of provincial represent- 
atives met late at night to 
propose motions for the final 
plenary. But half of those did 
not make it to the plenary floor 
because the 15-hour meeting 
ended, once again, before all 
business had been dealt with. 

Many delegates came to the 
conference with specific criti- 
cisms of the organization, but 
there were few opportunities for 
Ihenl to be voiced. 

Specifically, delegates failed 
to deal with the complaints 
from the Student Union of 
Nova Scotia, that CFS provides 

poor services and hinders pro- 
vincial autonomy, SUNS mem- 
bers said they want the freedom 
for institutions to join the 
provincial organization and not 
the national, but this is not 
possible according to current 
CFS guidelineSs. 

SUNS' complaints came up 
briefiy Thursday morning when 
delegates demanded an account- 

abiliry <;pssion wiih tho CF^ 
central committee and services 
board. Committee members 
hung their heads and looked

A Certificaie in Business Daia 
Processing is now offered by 
Laurentian University, The

In ihc future, it is expected 
that some individuals from this

in Data Processing) ad- 
ministered by the Inslilue for 
Ihc Certification of Comnnter 



Professionals (ICCP). 

The new certificate pro- 
gramme is administered by the 
Depdriment of Mathematics 
and Computer Science. An 
advisory committee of three 

will provide quidance to stu- 
uents ana lielp to establish 

contacts with the business com- 
munity. The 1982-83 committee 
consists of two members of 
faculty who have background in 
business data processing. Dr. 

Len Todd of the Department of 
Mathematics and Computer

TORONTO (CUP) — The Ont^ 

ario government is cracking 
down on educational institu- 
tions that grant degrees but do 
not have a government charier. 
Bill 137 will impose up to 
$25,000 fines on any institution 
that has not received permission 
from liic lcgi:>Iature lo grant 
degrees. Jamie McKay, an 
officer whh the ministry of 

University and College affairs, 
said the bill will close a loophole 

allowing groups to get around 
the legislatures refusal to chart- 
er by patenting themselves as 
non-profit corporations and 
calling themselves "federal de- 
gree-granting institutions." 

The Institute ol Christian 
Studies (ICS) in Toronto fears it. 



will be closed by the bill. But 
ICS executive director Robert 

Vander Vennen said the bill has 
meHt because it will protect 
against fraudulent institutions. 
However, he added that •*the 
bill as written is too sweeping" 
because it could put many bible 
colleges and theological semin- 
aries out of existence.
